A PLUCKY EXPRESS MESSENGER. 


An El Paso, Texas, despatch of Oct. 1C, 


says: The Galveston, Harrisburg and San 
Antonio Express, should have started east 
Friday at G.30 P. M., but was delayed till 
about 8.30, waiting for the Southern Paci- 
fic train from the West. When it had gone 
a mile two irien wearing cloth masks came 
over the tender with a revolver in each 
hand. 
The1 engineer tried to stop the 


train, but the men ordered hioi to run over 
to the curve quick.. When they reached 
the curve they ordered him and the fireman 
to get off the engine and took them to the 
express car. 
JTn the meantime they were 


firing off their revolvers and shouting and 
cursing. Reaching the express car, one of 
them threw a dynamite bomb against the 
front door and the explosion knocked a 
large ihole in the door and broke out the 
glass in the other doors. 
The robbers 


called to the 


EXPRESS MESSENGER TO COME OUT. 
The Messenger was J. Ernest Smith and 


with him was J. E. Beardsley, clerk in 
Wells. Fargo & Co.'s office at ^ort Worth. 
When they heard the firing they put out 
the lights and went to the rear of the car. 
At the command of the robbers they came 
out, Smith leaving n revolver just inside 
the door?. The robbers ordered them to 
hold up their hands and they then search- 
ed them. Smith was ordered to go back 
into the cur to light u lamp. 
He climbed 


back and when the foremost robber start- 
ed to follow him, Smith sei2ed the pistol 
and placed it almost' against the robber's 
breast, sending a bullet through his heart. 
The robber fell dead, but tired twice at 
Smith while falling. Smith,, and the other 
robber also exchanged shots. The robber 
then attempted to get his comrade's body 
on tbe engine, intending to uncouple it 
from the train and run on. 
While trying 


to lift the body the Messenger

leaned out the car and shot at him. - The 
robber sank down and then sprang up and 
ran out,of sight. 
The train returned to 


the city where the express car was repair- 
ed, and the train went on, Smith remaining 
in the city.

They 
are of solid white oak four inches square, 
and still show the marks of the axe of the 
man who scored and hewed them more 
than two hundred years ago. The rafters 
are overlaid with oaken lath, to which the 
shingles are nailed with wrought nails, the 
holes for them being all bored owing to 
the hardness of the wood. The stone walls 
of the bouse are more than a foot thick, 
and are pierced with long, narrow win- 
dows in which are small squares of glass. 
The shingles in the gables, Mr. Suydam 
believes, are the ones originally put on the 
building. 


In the Revolutionary War his grand- 


father, Jacob Suydam, who was a stanch 
patriot, was compelled to give up bis house 
for the use of Hessiaa soldiers, or the 
"dirty blues" as they were called from 
their filthy habits, who were quartered in 
all parts of Brooklyn after the ill-fated 
batcle.of Long Island, 
The present occu- 


pant is the last of bis family, and he has 
lived in the house over sixty years. He 
cultivates such parts of the original Suy- 
dam farm of three hupdred acres as are 
not yet sold for building lots. A huge 
barn stands in the rear of the house. 


Mr. Suydam said he was often asked 


why he dia not build a new house, but be 
said he always answered lhat he was per- 
fectly satisfied with what was good enough 
for his father. 
The generous sized Dutch 


rooms had an air of hJome comfort rurely 
found in a city house. But it probably 
will not be many years before this relic of 
the earlv settlement of Brooklyn is swept 
a way.
